Our Daily Speech

t#et your speech be always with frace, 
seasoned with aali.-Coi., iv., 6. 

No gift belongs so peculiarly to man 
as speech. Many of the irrational 
creatures surpass us in the gifts we 
hoM .in common, but speech is the 
glory of man alone. As this gift is 
so truly remarkable, for the use of it 
we shall be held strictly accountable. 
“By tfiy words thou shalt be condemn¬ 
ed;” and “For every idle word men 
shall speak they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment 

But it is not of the abuse of speech 
I would speak, but of its use in our so¬ 
cial intercourse with one another, of 
its proper employment by Christians, 
whose tpngne is mostly utilized in dis¬ 
course about the passing things of the 
day, and who look forward to the time 
when, before "His thone, this same 
tongue shall announce His praise. 

How, then, can Christians carry ont 
the Apostolic injunction mentioned in 
the text? Can there be grace or savor 
discovered in the conversations of daily 
life Can oitr ordinary speech be not 
only free from blame, but can it also 
have in it that which is good to the 
point of edification? 

Yes. “There is One that holcleth His 
peace, that is found wise;” One who 
lived thirty years in ordinary Jife and 
whose tongue gave no offence. He 
made doors and bars to His mmith 
and kept His tongue from evil, and in 
every word was pleasing to His Father. 
While the Evangelists have given us 
no account of our I.ord’s words during 
those thirty years, yet there are three 
instances related t'hat unfold to its 
fact that our Loud mingled freely 
social intercourse: with others—first, 
when lie tarried fc cliind after the fes¬ 
tival in Jerusalem; next, at the mar¬ 
riage feast in Cajia, and then the words 
“The Son of Man came eating and 
drinking.” Th esc instances-show that 
our Lord did iiot shun social meetings 
with His neighbors. For all that, He 
was in no way*-odd. hut chose to be like 
unto the mass of His brethren and to 
pass throng life as most of us have 
to pass through. He took part in all 
things not sunful in which our daily 
lives are. spent, and thereby gave us 
the comionting assurance that our low¬ 
liness and eartfilincss need not make 
us sinful, cithor. He proved conclu-. 
siv^fy that we,need not separate our¬ 
selves from our ordinary calling to be 
acceptable to God.

HORNS TO SIT ON. 

Travellers in Montana and the sur¬ 
rounding country arc often shocked, 
during the winter, to sec thousands 
of elk horns lying .all over tho plains. 
They are apt to jump to the con¬ 
clusion that this indicates a great 
slaughter of the noble animal—prob¬ 
ably the finest of the deer species— 
and they deplore the constantly de¬ 
creasing numbers of the elk. The 
fact is that the elk sheds its horns 
during the winter, and they lie on 
the ground to decay unlcss^ljpan ga¬ 
thers them and makes use ojl them. 
One lnnded proprietor of the district 
has a fence made entirely of elk 
horns, neatly dove-tailed into one an¬ 
other, and so arrange as to form an 
ideal fence, os well as a work of art 
and a curiosity. Other pcoulc make 
chairs of the horns. Five or six of 
the antlers can be so combined as to 
form the framework of tho back and 
seat, to be covered with cushions. 
Picture-frames—and very ornamental 
ones, too—can be mode of horns, 
while hundreds of antlers are cut up 
to make handles, or arc /icnt’to all 
parts as trophies and souvenirs.

As no jporning paper is ever print¬ 
ed in tnw country without contain¬ 
ing a roforcncc in one form or an¬ 
other to tho doings of King Edward 
—evening and weekly newspapers very 
rarely, whilst periodicals and maga¬ 
zines of all sorts, week by wook and 
month by month, systematically 
print paragraphs and articles about 
him—one might imagine tliat it is 
tho easiest thing in tho world to 
writo.things about his Majesty which 
ho will never see, says London An¬ 
swers. But the truth is that if 
thero is any real occasion for him, 
for any reason, to sco them, tho 
chances aro heavily in favor of his 
doing so. 

The King watches the English and 
Continental Press very closely, nncl 
glances through at least one daily 
paper, and very often more. every 
morning. Special articles concerning 
himself usually attract his attention; 
and when lie is abroad ho has a huge 
batch of English papers sent to him 
every day, and invariably reads 
"whut they are saying about him at 
home.” 

Obviously it is impossible, howov- 
er, for his Majesty personally to 
discover all that is written concern¬ 
ing him, und he does not desire to 
do so. Ilis secretaries, therefore, 
carefully watch the papers, ami if 
anything is found which it is thought 
will interest him, or which it is con¬ 
sidered necessary he should see, 

IT IS LAID BEFORE IJIM. 

To facilitate this process being 
thoroughly carried out, his Majesty 
subscribes to two of the best Press- 
cutting agencies, who forward every 
day every line of printed matter that 
appears in any paper concerning him, 
euch paragraph being pasted on a 
separate slip of paper, with the 
name of tho journal in which it ap¬ 
peared, and the dato of publication.. 

All .these are carefully gone 
through, and the less important 
items weeded out. Then anything 
which his Majesty desires to pre¬ 
serve is pasted up in a cutting-ul- 
bum. On special occasions, when tho 
King particularly desires to keep a 
watch on any series of current events, 
ns sometimes happens, he issues or¬ 
ders for a close scrutiny to be mado

Oats a Sale Hen Food. 


It is sirnhgc what fool theories men 
of good common sense will allow 
themselves to believe. Listen to this, 
which comes from one Mi our veter¬ 
inary writers: “Oats iir the hull will 
>o injure and inflame the lining of the 
crop of the fowl as to cause death/’ 
As a theory, this is bad enough, but 
when we are told by some poultry edi¬ 
tor that we mu. t give up feeding oats 
because the practice is dangerous then 
is becomes ridiculous. As a matter of 
fact,, the hull of the oat is not of an 
inflammatory nature, and contains 
nothing that can possibly lead to an 
intlamcd condition. Oats fed whole 
are not even irritating, as the hull is 
neither stiff nor sharp, and when 
moistened‘in the crop of the fowl be¬ 
comes soft and pliable. 

I have fed oats to hens and to grow¬ 
ing chicks ior years, and have never 
had one die from this cause. On the 
contrary, I believe oats to be not "il¬ 
ly a stimulating and energy-making 
food, but a very wholesome one as 
well. From my experience, which is 
by no means limited. I have come to 
believe that oats are one of the best 
egg-making foods we have; that they 
are productive of growth when fed to 
chicks, and that they, go a great way 
toward keeping up the energy and 
health of the flock. The hull of the 
oat may not contain much nourish¬ 
ment, but it has some iood value and 
is harmless. 

Hens need some bulk to their food, 
and the oat hulls will keep the food 
from becoming too compact in the 
crop and digestive organs. There is 
no need to resort to the expense of 
feeding hulled or ground oats, : 
whole oats arc better and cheaper. 

My flock of laying liens has eaten an 
average of one-half bushel each during 
the year—I have sometimes fed more— 
and the results have been satisfactory. 
Not a case of crop disease of any kind. 
—E. C. Dow, Belfast, Me., in N. V. 
Tribune.

The Profit in Eggs. 

Cornell University Bulletin No. 211 
■affords some valuable suggestions on 
lions and eggs. It mentions one White 
Leghorn flock which averaged tor the 
year 110.9 eggs per hen; another 
H7.4, and the third 134.8. tits 
average all being 129.7. It will 
be seen that the average number of 
eggs produced per hen is much less 
than that often claimed. Records of 
200 eggs and more per hen have heen 
frequently published in the agricultural 
press and elsewhere. Inasmuch as 
these flocks represent the better class 
o i poultrymcn. the fowl were in all 
probability much better fed and cared 
tor than average flocks, it would seem 
that all claimed records of more than 
J 5 0 eggs per hen per year should he 
abundantly verified before being ac¬ 
cepted. 

The average food cost of the eggs 
produced ranged from 5.0 cents per 
dozen in April and May to 49.1 cents 
per dozen in December, and the aver¬ 
age per year was 9.2 cents per dozen. 
The average selling price of the eggs 
varied from 16.8 cents per dozen in 
Ap.il to 31.25 cents per dozen in Jan¬ 
uary, with an average <*f 21.4 cents for 
the whole year. There were T.200 fowl 
in the threes flocks, and it cost an av¬ 
erage of just about a dollar a year 
per pen for their food. Under the prices 
at which food and eggs were figured, 
the food cost 44 per cent, of the value 
of the eggs produced, leaving 56 per 
cent, to provide for labor, interest on 
investment and equipment, deprecia¬ 
tion in value of hens and profits.

Germany’s Rise. 


The most significant fact in the wrrkl- 
politics of the hour in the rise of Ger¬ 
many as & great naval power, snya The 
Literary Digest. Of this wc are assurcJ 
on the authority of the ablest content 
porary writers who deal with interna 
tional affairs in the current European 
periodicals. Students of the nubjcct wer 
long Inclined to doubt the ability of the 
Berlin Government to realize Its amUI 
tlons In the direction of sea power. '^Xo 
doubts are entertained at present. France, 
the second nn.val power, will yield i’.iit 
position to Germany by the year 19M, per¬ 
haps by the ytwr 1910, we arc informed. 
The following from The National lie /lew 
(London) reprdUents export though an¬ 
onymous opinion :—"The German flout U 
at present being yearly increased by tw«. 
first-class battleships. one nnr.»*n*d 
cruiser and six destroyers, while at the 
same time additional ships arc to N* 
structed to repl ace those which l»cc« m n 
obsolete. This _s business, and not hap¬ 
hazard and pane building like our own. 
Twenty-five years from the date of tin* 
laying down of e;ich battleship on the list, 
a new Ersatzbau, or supplementary ship, 
has to be laid down to take tlie old ves¬ 
sel's place. It follows that In 1905 Ger¬ 
many will dispose of fourteen battleships 
of modern design, and In I3CS of at least' 
twenty, anti per'iaps twenty-five, with a 
proportion of mmored cruisers and de¬ 
stroyers. Owing* to the fact that tho 
programme Is determined long before¬ 
hand for a 'jerin of years, ships are built 
more cheaply than In any other country. 
The shipbuilders and armur-pl.itc maker:-* 
know exactly what orders to expect, :*n«l 
can make arrangements accordingly, while 
the steadl.sess and regularity < f the de¬ 
mand enabfle them to keep their plants 
opc upled.” 

The mo’fillzntlon of the fleet, under the 
German system, we read further, is “rapid 
In the ex’jemc." "Germany counts mu- It 
upon the rapidity of her action at tile 
outset, upon striking heavy blows before 
the antagonist Is ready—In a word, upon 
using the weapon which surprise offi rs* to 
the well-prepared.'’ Here is a statement 
of what the Immediate present holds In

As the traveller approaches 
south central coast of Sumatra, ho 
sees the Isolated peak of Gunung 
Korintja, also known by the name of 
Indrepura, rising above all tho other 
mountains. Vapors are almost con¬ 
stantly emitted, and Voth and Nan 
Hasselt have described its crater as 
very wide and several hundred yards 
doep. 

All the world knows of Fujiyama, 
tho highest mountain of Japan and 
one of tho most symmetrical in the 
world, though a very sovero earth¬ 
quake some years ago partly destroy¬ 
ed tho symmetry of tho upper part 
of tho cono. Formerly worshipped 
by ono of tho Buddhist sects, it is 
the everlasting theme of poetry and 
art and • is often reproduced in a 
rather conventional manner on tho 
porcelain and many other artistic 
articles of Japan. 

Snows cover its rounded crest for 
ten months every year. It complete¬ 
ly dwarfs all other eminences within 
tho hprizon and exceeds by some 8,- 
000 fect£fciost of the other Japanese 
volcanoes. Sir Rutherford Alcock 
was tho first European to ascend 
Fujiyama, in I860, and tho not very 
diffcult feat has since boen performed 

HUNDREDS OF TRAVELLERS. 

Perhaps Mount Erebus, tho great 
volcano of Antarctica, discovered by 
Capt. Ross in 1841, will never be 
ascended. It is covered with snow 
and ice from its base, and us it 
stands on tho edge of the sea its en¬ 
tire height of ovfcr 12,000 feet is 
fully revealed. 

Tho British Discovery expedition 
has ascertained the interesting fact 
that tho twin mountains Erebus and 
Terror stand on an island instead of 
being on tho mainland, as Ross sup¬ 
posed. When Ross was there tho 
volcano was emitting flame and 
smoke, but in recent years it has 
been quiescent. 

The famous Mount Cook of Now 
Zealand waited long for on oxplorer 
to reach its top and found him at 
last some fifteen years ago in tho 
person of a clergyman nailed Green, 
who, with his Alphino guid^ finally 
looked down from the great cminenco 
upon tho lower but glittering peaks 
which dominato snow fields covering 
many hundreds of square miles. 

As tho traveller approaches the Is¬ 
land of Tcnorillo he sees while still 
far out at sea tho extinct volcano 
Pico do Toide, in appearance one of 
the most remarkable niountains and 
made familiar to most children by 
textbook pictures. 

The highest point of Java. Gun¬ 
ung Semeru, is ono of the most fam¬ 
ous of volcanoes. From its crater 
was discharged in 1885 a lava 
stream estimated at over 10,000,000 
cubic feet, tho first of the kind re¬ 
corded in Java, where till recently 
tho volcanoes were supposed to eject 
no molten matter, but only solid 
substances, such as ashes and stones. 

No special mention need bo made 
of the other mountains in the above 
list,, excepting Mount Petermann, on 
tho coast of Greenland, which 
rises over 9,000 feet above the sea, 
was discovered by the German expe¬ 
dition of 1870, and like many other 
mountains has lost a part of its es¬ 
timated height, for it was long rep¬ 
resented as being 12,000 feet high; 
and Pedrotallegalla in Ceylon, which 
is curious in this respect that no 
one approaching it would imagine 
that he was near the highest point 
i of Ceylon, bocausc it is completely 
I concealed by surrounding peaks.

Sentence of seven years’ penal ser¬ 
vitude has recently been .passed at 
the Old Bailey, on the solicitor Wil¬ 
liam Henry Milos Booty, of Gray s 
Inn. London, for the misappropriat- 
injj|Ahe money of his clients, 

Tivb story of his downfall is an in¬ 
structive one. At the age of 18 ho 
succeeded to his father's business, 
which has boon in existence 100 
years. Not long afterwards lie en¬ 
gaged a clerk, whom he subsequently 
took into partnership. 

Tho firm did a great business as 
trustees for family estates, but in a 
disastrous moment it embarked in 
speculations involving a quarter of 
a million sterling in land and build¬ 
ing operations. . Over these somo 
£80,000 was lost. 

After the clerk partner retired in 
3 900 Booty became bankrupt. 

It was then discovered that, there 
was a deficiency of £144,000. a largo 
proportion of which represented 
money received by the solicitor from 
clients ns trustees.

ARBITRATION WI T H BRITAIN. 

Movement in United States Far- 
oring Treaty. 

A despatch from Washington says: 
The awakening throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States of a popular sentiment 
which it is hoped will develop into 
a national demand for an arbitra¬ 
tion treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain was tho 
object of a gathering of prominent 
men on Thursday afternoon at tho 
residence of Gen. John W. Foster, 
formerly United States Secretary of 
State. It is understood the move¬ 
ment has the hearty approval of 
President Roosevelt. 

In April, 1890, a notable confer¬ 
ence of tho friends of . international 
arbitration was held in Washington. 
That conference declared in favor of 
an arbitration treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, and 
it was followed in January, 1897, by 
the signing of such a treaty by 
United States AiSccrntary of State 
Hay and tho late British Ambassa¬ 
dor Sir Julian Pauncefotc. Tho 
treaty failed by a close vote to re¬ 
ceive the two-thirds majority re¬ 
quired for its ratification. Fromin- 
[ent among the objections urged 
against this treaty wero the compli¬ 
cations growing out of the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty and the controversy 
over the Alaskan boundary. These 
having boon disposed of, it is 
felt that tho present is a favorable 
time to reawaken public sentiment in 
favor of a new arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain. 

NEW CUBE FOR TYPHOID. 

Treatment of Child by Immersion 
in London Hospital. 

A despatch from London fcays :— 
At the London hospital there is a 
little girl with typhoid fover who is 
undergoing an unusual method of 
treatment. For five days past the 
patient, who is only five years old, 
has been kept in a bath of hot wat¬ 
er. She lies on water pillows and 
her body is entirely under water, 
which is kept at a constant temper¬ 
ature of 101 degrees by an arrange¬ 
ment of hot and cold water entering 
the mixing cistern from which it 
flows into the bath and thence out 
by a pipe. In the five clays tho 
child's lempernture has fallen from 
306 to 108 degrees, but tho crisis 
has yet to rome. At least three 
weeks must bo spent in tho bath be¬ 
fore the disease can be shaken olT. 

Some years ago at the London hos¬ 
pital a man was kept immersed for 
six weeks and recovered.

TO INDUCE OUR EXHIBITS. 

Proposed Changes in St. Lo;ds 
, Regulations. 

A Toronto despatch says: Mr. G. 
C. Croelm&n, Superintendent of 
Farmers* Institutes, and Mr. A. P. 
Westervelt, Secretary of Live Stock 
Associations, returned on Friday 
from Chicago, where they wero at¬ 
tending the Fat Stock Show.

Whether Canadian 
exhibitors should have a voico in 
their selection had not been discuss¬ 
ed. There is one thing, howevor, 
that still constitutes a serious im¬ 
pediment to Canadian exhibitors. 
This is the fact that Cnnodian exhi¬ 
bitors cannot sell their cattle after 
the show in the States. To remedy 
this would need either an order of 
the Treasury or all set of Congress, 
and Col Mills scarcely thought such 
a step feasible. 

THOUSANDS LEAVING U. S. 

The Steerage Accommodation Is 
at a Premium. 

A New r York despatch fays Tho 
steamer La Touraine, which ^ sailed 
on Thursday, took out 1,000 stcer- 
age passengers, and it was estimated 
that over 200 sreerago pus?engcrs 
with tickets were left on the dock, 
owing to tho overselling of accom¬ 
modation. The line has agents all 
over the country soiling tickets, and 
as advices regarding the number of 
tickets sold for a vessel arc not re¬ 
ceived until tho day beforo she sails, 
It is impossible to control the num¬ 
ber of tickets sold. A scene of great 
excitement ensued when the officers 
refused to allow more people on the 
vessel. All holding tickets and 
unable to sail on Thursday will be 
kept at the company’s expense until 
the sailing next week. 

For several months tho number of 
steerage passengers on all outgoing 
steamship lines lias been very heavy.

ARSENICAL POISONING 

Recommendations of Commission 
on Food and Drink. 

A London despatch says The 
royal commission on arsenical pois¬ 
oning from food and drink rocom- 
mends the prohibition of the sale of 
beer and other liquid food, or of any 
liquid cnteiing into the composition 
of food which contains one-hundredth 
of a grain or moic of arsenic per 
gallon, and the prohibition of the 
sale of solid food containing one- 
hundredth of a grain per pound, "no 
matter whether habitually consumed 
in large or small quantities, or 
whether consumed ns ono (liko golden 
syrup) or mixed with water or other 
substances (like chicory, etc).” The 
commissioners find there are serious 
defects in the present machinery 
available to safeguard the public, 


PRUNING THE APPLE. 

In pruning a fruit-bearing plant 
like tho apple, attention must bo 
given not only to the height and 
formation of the head, but to tho 
removal of wood as well. The ap¬ 
ple bears its fruit on spurs which arc 
themselves devolopod from wood ono 
year or moro of age. For that rea¬ 
son therefore, the- removal of wood 
which carries fruit spurs reduced tho 
crop tho tree Is capable of bearing. 
This then, is a practicable way of 
thinning the fruit. Besides accom¬ 
plishing this result, pruning can be 
used to lessen tho annual growth and 
force the energy of tho plant which 
would naturally be used in making 
wood, into tho fruit, thus increasing 
its size or enabling the tree to carry 
a larger quantity than would bo 
possible were a normal wood growth 
permitted. 

FORMING THE HEAD. 

Modern orchardists havo como to 
look upon tho low-headed tree as 
more rlesirnblo thnn those headed 
high. 'A head which is 2J to 3 feet 
from the ground is at present con¬ 
sidered moro desirable than one 
which is 6 feet or more from tho 
ground. The latter height was form¬ 
erly frequently used. In forming the 
head care should be taken to have 
the framework branches disposed at 
different heights along tho body of 
tho tree—say from 3 to 0 inches 
apart, and distributed us evenly as 
possibly around the body as a cen¬ 
tral axis; that is, when viewed from 
above the picture prosented would 
be that of n wheel, the hub being 
the central nxis of the tree and tho 
framework branches representing the 
spokes. 

MAIN BRANCHES. 

For an apple tree three branches 
arc considered tho ideal number. 
More may be left upon some varieties 
particularly thosp which are strong 
growers, and upon trees which have 
a well-developed root system nt 
planting time. If, however, the 
roots have been badly mutilated in 
removing tho tree from tho nursery, 
it will be safer to reduce the number 
to three rather than to maintain a 
larger number. These main frame¬ 
work branches upon tho ordinary 
first-class nursery tree should not be 
more than 10 or 12 inches in length. 
At the close of the first fceuson’s 
growth after planting, each one of 
these three framework branches 
should be considered as though it 
were a separate nursery tree and 
if possible throe subdivisions of this 
should be maintained for the wood 
supply of the second year, the thj*ee 
branches retained being cut back 
about the same length as those ori¬ 
ginally held by the tree as planted 
in the first place. This operation 
should be repeated each succeeding 
year. By so doing a symmetrical 
development can be maintained and 
by cutting to an outside or an in¬ 
side bud the habit of the tree can 
be modified so as to make it upright 
or spreading in character. Some 
trees are normally upright in their 
habit of growth, while others are 
spreading. This must bo borne in 
mind and the character of the variety 
under treatment must be taken into 
consideration in cutting the branch¬ 
es so that they will he upright or 
spreading according to tho desire of 
the planter.

This frequent cutting back of tho 
branches of the tree while it is young 
prevents the long bare branches 
which niv so characteristic of old 
orchard trees.
